the Harvard side of the field and were 
obtained in Boston by the speculators. 
A few tickets on the Yale side of the 
field were found, however, and as 
every .ticket bears the name of the 
student to whom, it was issued, it is 
expected that trede will be sqme. in- 
teresting developments, in view of the 
fact that the football management 
some time ago threatened, to (publish 
the names of students whose tickets

It is learned that the speculators

past seven in St. Johtfs church, with 
the rector of the parish •presiding 
This meeting was probably the most 
interesting of all, from th« point of 
view of the general public at least 
Two historical papers were .present- 
ed, both of which were listened to 
with absorbed interest. 


Rev. Edward 
GooJrMge, D 
D, 


•srpoke of the history and progress of 
the church in colonial days and in the 
first years of New Hampshire's state- 
hood. He told of the organization of 
St. John's parish .and, of the ihuildlns 
of this, the "mother church of the di- 
ccese," antf detailed 
the 
gradual 


growth and development of the Epis- 
copal church in the colony 


Rev. D. C. Roberts, D D, chose as 


his subject "The Hundred Years ol 
Diocesan Life." He described the es- 
tablishment of the New Hampshire 
diocese on Aug. 2^ 1802 and trace,! 
its history from that date down, to the 
present time. 


Both papers will make important 


additions- to the church literature of 
New Hampshire and are well worthj 
of preservation in enduring form.

Prof. Richardson and L S. Hastings 


The convention is an 
important 


event in the history of the diocese 
of this state acd it seems peculiarly 
fitting that it should have been held 
in Portsmouth, the first town in the

TWO ARBITRATION CASES. 


The full text of the decision of the 


lung of Sweden as arbitrator between 
Germany on the one side and the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain on the 
other, on account of the military op- 
erations in Samoa some years ago, 
when American and British seamen 
and maimes were landed to protect 
the lives, properly and intere&ts of 
citizens of their respective countries, 
has 'been published, and sustains ev- 
ery contention of Germany, finding 
that there was no such necessity for 
the landing of armed forces as to jus- 
tify their being landed, and that 
therefore the United States and Great, 
Britain are peculiarity responsible for 
whatever damage occurred. This de- 
cision, which was wholly unexpected 
by the losing side and scarcely hoped 
for by Germany, IB partially explained 
by the fact that one of the three ad- 
Tibers. closest to King Oscar while 
he was considering the question was 
M. Cederkranz, who was

ested in tlie proposed change in the 
liquor laws: 


A great difficulty seems to he at 


present, to so bring together the ad- 
vocates of a change, that a bill may 
finally "be drafted that will be satis- 
factory to all sections of the state. 


The "Exeter idea" that the cost of 


the license and the number of li- 
censes to be apportioned to any lo- 
cality shall be left within certain lim- 
its, -to the discretion of the licensing 
authority, may *ell form the corner 
stone of a bill on which those desirous 
of a change, may agree. 


By this method, towns like New- 


ington and Greenland which. never 
have had an open 'saloon, "may still 
continue to be prohibitory 
towns, 


while the cities may have straight 
license, and both classes be satisfied 
without that troublesome and dan- 
gerous process of voting upon the 
question of license, or no license, at 
each annual town meeting. 


"A few years ago, perhaps the ma- 


jority in Exeter heartily believed in 
the prohibitory law; but I think that 
today the majority have got as heart- 
ily tired of the farce of that law's so- 
called enforcement, as has the rest 
of New Hampshire, and I feel very 
sure that if a license law is passed 
—one that self-respecting voters can 
approve—Exeter will adopt it practi- 
cally unanimously. As to the kind of 
license law we would like to see, I 
believe it ought to be for a term of 
years, say five or seven, to give the 
voters an intelligent idea of its work- 
ings. Knowledge gained by experi- 
ence is said to surpass that gained 
by other methods and I for one do 
not think that the one-year method 
would work satisfactorily. I think, 
too, that the- question of price should 
be loft open to be determined by the 
licensing authority in a town or dis- 
trict au'l should a district system of 
re-presentation be finally determitted 
upnn I would favor that 
licensing 


hoatds be chosen by such districts, 
to portion out the licenses and to set 
the price to be paid for them. At 
tile end of siR-h a term the question 
of a return to prohibition can be sub- 
mitted to the people who can then 
intelligently 
determine 
what 
they 


really want."

UNCLE SAM HUSTLING. 


It is gratifying to know that even 


in these "piping times of peace" Uncle 
Sam is not asleep. He is strengthen- 
ing his fortifications and mounting 
his heavy and disappearing guns; he 
is, for the first time, forming his fleet 
into squadrons, the ships of which are 
about of the same speed os that 
they may move and cruise in com- 
pany; he has adopted a new arm for 
the infantry more effective than the 
Krag or the Mauser, with the rod 
bayonet, which lessens the weight of 
the weapon, and enables every other 
infantryman to carry an intrenching 
tool. Those who witnessed the battles 
of the Civil war can appreciate this ad- 
vantage ; and it was only after consid-, 
erable experience that this branch of 
the service 
lealized 
the necessity 


for even such slight shield 
for the 


firing line. At Spottsylvania court- 
house, where Lee's slim, and emaci- 
ated line had to be formed suddenly 
with tho dark masses of Federal in- 
fantry already maneuvering in their 
front for the attack, it was astonish- 
ing to see how quickly the

odgccl bayonets loosened the ground, 
and

scooped up the soil in semblance at 
least of a breastwork. With, intrench- 
ing tools the thing could be done with 
far greater facility and effectiveness, 
ami with more modern weapons in 
the hands of the enemy the necessity 
for tho improvement is much greater. 


Then wo have a new submarine 


boat, an improvement on tho Holland 
type, which has been tested with 
satisfactory results.

Wo already lack nearly 
bix hundred, and within a year we 
Uiall lark a thousand. This drawback 
cannot be remedied too quickly.

tice, is erecting on the military 


n-s^rvatiois here what will be \rhea 
corapietCTl the largest prison in The 
world. This is not its only peculiarity. 
It is being built mainly by the pris- 
oners who will be conlined within its 
strong walls. 


Four hundred of the convicts confined 


in the old Fort Leavenworth federal 
penitentiary are at work on tbe new 
prison. They quarry and cut the stone 
and make and lay the brick which 
form its walls. 


Fortunatcly for the government the 


site selected for the prison—a tract 
of sixteen acres on the military reser- 
vation ceiled by the war department to 
the department of justice in 1897— 
cciitains a large deposit of clay suit- 
able for brickmaking. and near by are 
quarries of good building stone. By 
utilizing these and employing the con- 
victs on the work Uncle Sam is saving 
thousands and thousands of dollars. 


Every workday these 400 convicts, 


under guard of twenty men armed 
with shotguns and repeating rifles, 
march from the old to the new prison, 
two and a half miles apart, returning 
at night. The men inarch back .and 
forth in a column of fours, surrounded 
nt a distance by the guards, whose 
vigilance is unceasing, to prevent a 
break foe liberty. One mile to the right 
is tbe virgin forest, while in the other 
direction and not far away is the Mis- 
souri river. Only recently three con- 
victs broke from the marching column 
and made for tbe woods. Ko attention 
was paid to them by the guards, who 
kept their eyes and guns on those re- 
maining. Within tvro hours tbe run- 
aways were recaptured. 


On their arrival at the new prison 


grounds every morning the convicts 
before being put to work at their usual 
tasks are marched into tbe "bull pen," 
where they remain until everything is 
in readiness for them. Twelve of the 
guards take their places on the wall, 
two lock themselves in a brick watch- 
tower about thirty feet high, and with 
them arc taker, the arms of the. re- 
maining guards, who are on duty with- 
in the inelosure. Tbe inside guards 
carry nothing but a hf-avy cane. They 
assist in the work, acting as overseers

He is to aid them 
with his counsel, to relieve their dis- 
tress, to succor them in time of dan- 
ger, to visit them in sickness, to pay to 
them the last sad tribute of respect 
and to care for their widows and their 
orphans.

shot tired through the back glass door 
of a drinking saloon. It was generally 
believed the assassin was a cowboy, 
Frank Stillwell. Stillwell found the at- 
mosphere of Tombstone oppressive, so 
wont to Tucson, seventy miles away, 
taking train from Benson. The night 
he arrived ho vras shot and killed near 
the depot in Tucson. It is not known 
who killed him, but next day Wyatt 
Earp rode mto Tombstone, his horse 
and himself showing signs of a long 
journey accomplished.

From the year 1807, when It was i 


first finished, until 1S14, when it was 
burned and defaced by the British in 
an attempt to destroy it, this chamber 
was occupied as the hall of reprosenta- j 
tives and again from 1S1!>, when it 
was restored, until 1S37, when the 
lower house of congress moved into 
the chamber which it now occupies. 


What stirring scenes were enacted 


here during these important years of 
our national history! It was here that 
Madison was inaugurated president in 
1S09 a~nd again in 1813. Here Monroe 
was inaugurated for his second term in 
1S21, and here Fillmore took the oath 
of office on July 10, 1850, following the 
death of President Tyler. Here John 
Quincy Adams was chosen president 
over Andrew Jacksou in 1825. when 
the election was thrown into the house 
of representatives, aud here as an aged 
veteran he was stricken with his mor- 
tal illness in 184S. Here Henry Clay 
presided with marked distinction as 
speaker of the house of representatives 
in the Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth 
and Eighteenth congresses. Here Dan- 
iel Webster and later Abraham Lin- 
coln sat in turn as obscure representa- 
tives, each before the day of his meri- 
dian fame. Here occurred the stormy 
debates incident to the war of 1812 aud 
the war with Mexico and tho prelimi- 
nary struggle over the questions of 
Slavery and state rights which led up 
to our civil war. 


It was of this chamber that Charles 


Dickens 
wrote 
in 
his " American 


Kotes" in 1S42: "It is a beantif.nl aud 
spacious hall of semicircular shape, 


i supported by handsome pillars. One 


I part of the gallery is appropriated to 
the ladies, and there they sit in front 
rows and come in and 150 out as at a 
play or coi.cert. The chair is canopied 
and raised considerably above the floor 
of the house, and every member has an 
easy chair and a writing desk to him 
self, which is denounced by some peo- 
ple out of doors as a most unfortunate 
and injudicious arrangement, tending 
to long sittings and prosaic speeches. 
It is an elegant chamber to look at, but 
a singularly bad one for all purposes 
of hearing." 


Hanging conspicuously in the Cor- 


coran Art gallery there is au old sketch 
in oil of this chamber pointed in Ih^w 
by Samuel F. B. Morse. Tho Morse 
picture and tho Dickens description 
fully corroborate each other, and it 
was with the view of making tho 
chamber itself corroborate the paint- 
ing and pen picture that the recent 
restorative work was done. 


Work on the present restoration of 


statuary hall, which is incidental to 
the radical changes and improvements 
made in the capital during the past 
year, was begun immediately after the 
adjournment of congress in July last 
and lias progressed without interrup- 
tion until now, employing the hkill of 
fifty artists under the direction of Jo- 
seph Kakemaun of Washington, who 
forty years ago assisted the famous 
Italian painter, Constantino Brumidi, 
in the decoration of the rotunda aud 
the senale corridors and committee 
rooms. Following similar work done 
last year in the supreme court cham-

tects. For years statuary hall, with ila 
famous whispering gallery, has been 
cue of the principal show places cf 
Washington. It will now more than 
ever be a source of interest and delight 
to visitors ut tho national capital. 


The chamber was officially designat- 


ed as the national statuary hall by nn 
act of congress approved by President 
Lincoln July 2, 1S04. 


Twenty-seven rtatues in bonze and 


marble have thus far been grouped 
within tho chamber, being contributed 
by sixteen states. While some of the 
figures are not as representative ns 
they might be, the collection is valua- 
ble and interesting. There arc quite p. 
number of statues that may justly be 
pronounced masterpieces of the sculp- 
tor's art. The states of New York, Nov.- 
.[ersey, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts1. 
Rhode Island, Connecticut. Vermont. 
Ohio, New Hampshire and Missouri 
have filled their quota, each placing 
two statues of distinguished sous in 
this hall of fame. 


New York has furnished statues In 


bronze of Robert It. Livingston, mem- 
ber of the Continental congress nnd 
United States minister to France, who 
negotiated the Louisiana purchase 
treaty, by B. D. Palmer, and George
